bQStrous Yorcelains, Erocucts of the Lest one thousand years, will 
Vie With delicate portraits and exguisite floral paintings in ciaim- 
ing yonr attention. Objects of particular interest are the stone 
lion from the Cave of the Ten Thousand Buddnas at bung Men, (the com- 
panion to our lion, 681 A. D. J, a gold laccuer fizure of Kuen Yin of 
unusual grace and dignity, (Plane Dynasty, 018-907 A.D.), and one of 
the largest known bronzes of excuisite workmanship covered with a 
groen patine, (Chou Dynasty, 1lle2-255 B.C.). Mp. Loe has graciously 
consented to give informal gallery promenades to any groups interest- 
ed in Chinese Art. Arrangements may be made by telepnone. 


The Masterpiece of the Week for December 9-15 will be the Por- 
trait of Master Alexander Mackenzie by Sir Henry Raeburn. Tnois paint- 
cr is a shining, if almost isolated, example of a hanoy and success- 
iul artist. His special forte was portraying the youth of Scotland, 
and our examole is perhaps the most appealing from his bursh. The 
artist and the handsome lad will be the subject of Hp Gardner's Ved- 
nesday evening lecture on December Leth.
